YOU  needed  not  have  been  at  the 
Expence  of  the  great  Praifes  you 
have  been  pleas'd  to  beliow  on  the 
Letter  I  wrote  to  you  fonietime 
ago,  (about  the  Reafons  that  Induced  Her 
Britannick  Majefty  to  change  Her  Mimfirjy 
ar.d  to  call  a  New  Parliament^  to  engage  me 
to  continue  acquainting  you  with  the  Politic- 
cal  State  of  this  Country,  Your  Defires  will 
ever  have  v/ich  iiie  the  force  of  Commands  : 
and  I  fhall  the  more  readily  comply  with 
them  on  this  occafion,  becaufe  I  am  perfv^a- 
ded  that  a  Genuine  Account  of  the  prefent 
Tranfacflionsin  Great  Britain^mll  have  fome 
effeOi  abroad,  and  contribute  towards  the 
Advancement  of  the  Common  Caufe. 

I  did,by  my  Letter  of  the  15  th  of  Sept  em* 
ber  laft,  iufficiently  prepare  your  Expeda-^ 
tion  of  the  great  Alterations  that  have  hap- 
pened here  fince,  to  prevent  your  being  fur- 
priz'd  at  'em  :  I  fhall  now  acquaint  you 
with  the  Particulars,  and  tell  you  in  the  firft 
place,  that  the  Court  proceeded  in  that 
Grand  and  Important  AfFair,by  flower  fteps 
than  many  expeded  ,  for  which  divers  Rea- 
fons were  given,  and  which  occafion'd  as 
various  Speculations  :  nor  is  this  to  be  won- 
dered at  in  a  Free  Country,  where  the  Mean* 
e/?  Tradesman  fets  up  for  a  Politician . 
^  To  wave  the  Dilcourfes  and  Surmizes  of 


the  Vdgar^  it  was  whifperM  among  thofc 
that  have  a  pear  infight  into  the  management 
tef^nofaCo-  of  Affairs,  that  the  fiand  the  Court  feem'd 
alitiom  to  make  after  the  removal  of  the  late  Lord 
Trealurer,  was  occafion'd  by  a  Defign  of 
keeping  in  fome  Members  of  the  Old  Mini^ 
firyj  whofe  Wifdomjrjtegrity^and  Jbility^  the 
Queen  had  often  experienc'd,and  was  intire- 
ly  fatisfyed  with.  But  whether  fuch  a  Coali- 
tion of  the  moft  Eminent  Men  of  both  Par- 
ties, was  ever  really  intended  and  heartily 
proposed  to  the  Whiggs  ;  or  (which  is  more 
probable)  whether  iomt  great  Men  of  the 
tnefeBuaL  Church*Party^  refus'd  to  come  in  upon  fuch 
a  Scheme^  I  will  not  pretend  to  determine. 
All  I  can  tell  you  at  prefent  is,  that  feveral 
Perfons,  too  far  engaged  in  the  late  Mea- 
fures,were  neceffarily  removed  ^  and  others, 
having  voluntarily  refign'd  their  Employ-

It  was  expecfled,  that  this  Recommenda- 
tion from  the  Queen^would  have  had  a  good

*  favour  *em  as  much  now,  as  it  did  thwart 

*  'em  before  ^  juft  as  an  Army  that  has  ta- 
^.ken  a  Town,  takes  care  to  prcferve  itS| 
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^  Fortifications,  which  they  endeavoured  t6 
'  batter  down  during  the  Siege.  That  the 
^  Rff^g^^^  ought  alfo  to  reflect:  on  their  pall 
^  Condufl,  in  the  Reign  of  the  late  King 
^  William^  when  they  ever  followed  the  Sen- 

•  timents  of  that  Great  Prince,  and  Con- 

•  fummate  Politician,  who  did  oftentimes 

•  change  Parties.That  they  were  then  fure  to 
Vote^and  be  Zealous  forfuch  as  that  Prince 
favourM,  without  examining  under  what 
Appellations  or  Banners  they  appear'^. 
That  it  could  not  be  thought,  that  their 
Paffion  to  pleafe  the  Queen  could  be  lefs ; 
that  (he  h^ad  not  upon  any  account  de- 
lerv'd,  that  they  fhould  make  an  injuriotu 
Di^erence  between  Her  and  the  late  King, 
fince  (he  was  no  lefs  Bountiful  and  Chari- 
table towards  'em  ;  nay,  had  rather  en- 
larged, than  diminifli*d  their  Penfions ;  and 
had  folemnly  promised  to  ufe  her  utmoft 
Endeavours  to  acconjplifli  that  for  them, 
when  She  fliould  make  a  Peace,which  King 
William  undoubtedly  defignM  to  do  ac 
Ryfwick  1  that  is,  to  procure  rheir  Refto- 
ration.  That  as  they  were  not  in  a  Con- 
dition to  make  a  right  Judgment  of  our 
Parties,  which  was  a  great  Myfteryeven 
for  mod  E?7gliJh'Men  ^  their  furelt  way 
was  to  rely  on  the  folemn  Declarations, 
Her  Majefty  had  made  on  all  Occafions, 
that  She  was  refolv'd  to  fecure  the  Prote- 
ftant  Succcfliion  in  the  llluftrious  Houfe  of 
Hanover  ;  and  to  maintain  the  Toleration 
yict.  Con^cluding,  that  the  prefent  Mini- 
ftry,  was  the  fame  that  begun  the  War 
with  fo  much  ijleal  :|nd  Succels  \  and  'twas 
to  be  hoped,  they  would  Glorioufly  end 
what  they  had  fo  happily  begun.     This 
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namclcfs  Advice^  (which  by  common  Fame,

Reftigees,      pofing  that  the  Court  had  not  elpous'd  the 
Iritereft  of  Mr.  Crofs^  againft  that  of  Geae- 
rz\  Stanhope^  they  foUow'd  the  natural  Bent 
of  their  Inclinations,  in  Voting  for  the  lat- 
ter, whom  they  juflly  thought  highly  qua- 
lified by  his  Birth  and  Abilities,to  repreient 
jT/jo  Vote  for  the  City  of  Wefiminjter  ^  and  who  feemM  at 
Geneval  Stan-  ^j^^j.  junfture,  fufficiently  recommended  by 
^'^^^  his  great  Services  and  SuccefTes  in  Spain.  On 

the  other  Hand,  the  French  Refugees  were 
fo  Exafperated  againft  the  fuppofed  Author 
of  the  Advice  before-mentioned,  whom  they 
niek  named,  the  Jfcenc^  J^ac^ctercU,  that 
bitter  In ved^ives  were  caft  upon  him  ;  and 
^T^-^^^L^/^ey  ft) me  time  after,  a  Printed  Lerrer  was  Ad- 
^vitttn  to  the  drefs'd  to  him,  wherein  fee  was  ArraignM 
Mthorofihc  and  (harply  CenfurM  as  a  hnfte  Intermeddler 
A  vice.         ^.^  Politicks^  and  a  Difiurber  of  his  Brethren  ^ 
Repofe^  who  had  r  Malicioiijly  endeavoured  to 
render  *em  fitfpeBed  to  the  Queen^  arid  odiom 
to  the  Englilh  Nation^  hy  refrefeniingthem  aA 
a  let  of  Men  leparate  from  the  reit,  and  a 
Body  of  Referee  on  which  the  Queen  might 
depend,^  (?-(:,     'Which  'extravagant  Notion  of 
^ the  Refugees,  was  however^  too  chimerical  ta 
mate  any  Jmpre(fion  on  any  Man  in  his  right 
Senjes.     After  this,  the  Writer  of  this  let- 
ter, vindicates  the  Cbnduft  of  i\\eRefHgees\ 
fhewing,  that  on  all  occafons\  they  had^as  far 
as  in  them  lay^  CGntrihuted  towards  the  Publick 
Welfare  J  and  the  Advancement  of  the  Giory 
f/jhe  Nation  j  ^fpi4lit7g  their  Blood 'in  the  Ar- 
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tnies^  tpith  the  fame  Zeal  as  the  Natives ;  /ef- 
ting  up  Manufa^Hres^  emfloying  their'  Goods 
ana    Jndufiry    towards    the  Improvement  of 
Trade  ^  and  freely  lending  their  Money  to  the 
Government^  for  the  Support  of  Publick  Cre- 
dit, in  the  tnofi  difficult  times.     That  as  thc^ 
Refugees  had  dif charged  their  Obligations  to 
the  Englifh  Nation  in general^fo  was  their  Car^ 
riagt  towards  the  Queen  as  blamelefs  :  that  theytu 
never  had  quejliond  Her  Title  to  the  Crown^. 
which  they  believd  both  Lawful  and  Indifpu-^ 
table  ;  that  they  had  for  Her  Sacred  Perfony 
both  a  profound  f^eneration^  and  a  mofi  fincere^ 
JiffeElion^   which  was  fiiH  heighten  d  by  the 
lively '  and  grateful  Senfe  they  had  of  Her  /^»- 
bounded  Charity  towards  ^em.     That  they  wtrd 
inviolably  Devoted  to  Her  Inter  eft  ^and  heaxti^ 
ly  Zealous  for  Her  Service  \  refpeSling  and  ad^ 
miring  the  Chrifiian  and  Royal  f^irtues  She  was 
Mtftrefs  of  in  fo  eminent  a  degree  ^  and  be^ 
ing  per  [waded  of*Her  AffeHion  for  the  Prote^ 
ft  ant  Religion^  and  with  what  a  Spirit  ofCha* 
rity  and   Moderation^  She  employed  Her  ^K-. 
thority  to  promote  and  defend  it.     That  they 
rejoycd    at    the  wonderful  Succejfes  of  Her 
Arms  \  looked  upon  Her  as  a  Glorious  Infiru^ 
ment  in  the  Hands  of  the  Almighty^to  confound 
and  pull  down  the  Common  Enemy  of  Europe, 
and  0f  the  Proteftant   Religion  ^  and  put  up 
fervent  Prayers  for  the  lengthening  of  the  days 
ef  fo  Great  and  fo  Virtuom  a  Princefs^  whofc 
principal  Glory  was  to  be  the  Nurjing  Mother 
of  the  Churchy  and  to  make  her  People  Flouri^ 
jinng  an4  Happy.     That  the  pretence  for  the 
Advice  to  the  Refugees,  was  an  ill-grounded 
and  wretched  Suppofition  ^  that  they  were^  in^ 
deedy    numerous  enough  in  Weft min Her,  to 
make  their -Votes  of  fome  Confideration  ij  but 
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were  to  be  ^tccoknted  for  nothing  in  all  the 
other  parts  of  the  Kingdom  ;  fo  that  it  was 
jenfelefs  to  call  Vw  a  Body  of  Referve,  and  a 
Bulwark  of  the  Court-Party  ^  which  could 
not  properly  be  faid  of  V/w,  unlefs  they  had  an 
influence  in  all^  or  ipofi  of  the  other  EUEtions. 
That  the  Refugees  did  not  deny  Mr.  Medly- 
CotV  and  Mr.  Crofs'j  Qualifications^  for  fo 
difiinguijhing  an  Employment  }  but  neither 
cpuld  it  be  denied^  that  the  other  Two  Candid- 
dates  had  al/o  their  Merits.  That  the  Refu- 
gees were  not  ignorant  that  they  had  already 
filtd  that  Station  with  Honour  ^  and  feeing  be^ 
Jidesy  that  fever al  great  Lords  efpous*d  their 
Intereft^  they  could  not  imagine^  that  their 
Voting  for  them^  could  be  a  DifrefpeH  to  the. 
Queen  ^  efpecially  when  they  confider^dj  that 
whilfi  the  Duke  of  M  A  R  L  BO  ROV  G  H^ 
the  Glory  of  the  Englifti  Nation^  and  the  Ad^ 
miration  of  Europe,  continued  Penetrating 
into  the  Enemies  Country^  by  the  taking  of  the 
tnojl  important  Barriers  of  their  Dominions  \ 
one  ofthefe  Candidates  fignalizjd  his  Zeal  and 
Valour  in  Spain  \  and  by  the  Jhare  he  had  in 
two  famous  Vi^ories^  and  the  Conqueft  of  fe^ 
veral  Provinces^  added  a  frefll  Luflre  to  the 
Glory  of  Her  Majefiy^s  Arms  ;  and  jhcw'd  how 
worthy  he  was  of  his  Command^  and  how  much 
he  had  merited  the  Efieem  and  Gratitude  of 
his  Country^Men.  That  the  AJfertion^  that  the 
Queen  did  vifibly  favour^  Afr.  Medlycoc  and 
Mr*  Crofs,  woa  (o  far  from  Truths  that  on  the 
tontrdry^  Her  Majefty  had  declar'^d^  that  She 
left  HerSubjefts  at  their  full  Liberty,in  that 
Refpeft,  That  the  Refugees  had^  on  thisj 
behaved  themfelves  as  they  did.  on  the  like  Oc' 
cafions  ^  fome  remaining  cjuiet  andfilent  \  and 
fuch  as  Voted  J  following  their  private  Jnclin^^ 
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tivns^  after  the  Example  of  the  Englifli  ^  and 
giving  their  V^oices^  fome  for  one  Party^  others 
for  toother  ^  as  they  ufed  to  do  in  the  former 
£le^ions^  without  being  ever  Cenfnr^d  for  it  ; 
that  whenever  it  Jhall  pleafe  the  Qneen  to  maic 
Her  Will  known^  the  Refugees  will  carry  Suh^ 
niiffion  <!i;?^  Obedience  as  far  as  can  be  expe£i* 
ed  from  good  and  dutifnl  ShbjeBs^  withont  hal- 
ving need  of  the  pretended  wholfome  Ad- 
vice. That  the  Writer  of  that  Libely  hadfhew^d 
his  Folly  and  Malignity^  not  only  in  what  he 
faid  of  the  Refugees,  bnt  alfo  in  daring  to 
afcribe  Sentiments  of  Anger  and  Revenge  to 
Her  MajeHy^  both  Injurious  to  Her^  and  Inr 
confifient  with  Her  Moderation^  Charity  and 
Justice  :  For  if  according  to  the  Author  of  the 
Advice,  thofe  who  fubftfled  by  the  Royal  Be- 
neficence^ were  to  be  deprived  of  their  PenfionSj 
and  forced  to  Starve^  for  the  fuppos^d  failing 
of  I  he  Refugees  on  this  Occafon  ;  in  fuch  a 
Cafe^  the  Innocent  would  be  made  to  bear  the 
Punijhment  of  the  Guilty  j  it  being  NotoriouSj  . 
that  mo  ft  of  thofe  who  have  ajhare  in  the  Royal 
Bounty^  are  not  able  to  be  Houje-keepers^  and 
therefore  have  no  Right  to  Kote  in  EleEHo?ts,Qoxi^ 
eluding,  that  the  Writer  of  the  Advice,who 
had  rais  d  this  Clamour  againfi  the  Refugees, 
to  curry  Favour^  was  miftaken  if  he  thought 
that  fo  Odious  a  Proceeding  fldoidd  be  acceptable 
to  the  Queen^  and  procure  him  a  Preferment  \ 
Her  Majejiy  being  too  clear  Sighted^  and  too 
Juft  to  be  impofed  upon  ;  and  that  having  af» 
crib^d  fuch  Injurious  Sentiments  to  Her  Maje* 
Jly-y  he  jhould  rather  be  in  danger  of  Her  Dif* 
plcafure^  but  that  Mercy  may  be  hoped  from 
fo  Indulgent  andfo  Good  a  Princefs.  I  thought

ble  Methods  to  endeavour  ro  make  the  op- 
pofite  fide  Obnoxious,  I  fliaU  not  i;"ake  in- 
to fo  much  Filth  -^and  fball  only  take  notice, 
J  Fapcr  dif-    that  about  this  time,  the  following  Paper 
fers'din  fa-  v7as  fecretly  Difpers'd,  and  found  early  in 
Pretended     ^^^  Morning  at  the  Doors  of  feveral  Whig- 
gijh  Lords  and  Gentlemen.

In  the  Year  1678,  being 
a  Member  of  parliament,  he  warmly  infift- 
ed  on  ^a  firi€l  Inquiry  into  the  Povip)  Plot ^ 
and  was  a  ftrenuous  Promoter  of  tne  Bill  of 
Exdnfton  :  Nor  was  he  lefs  Zealous  againft 
the  prevailing  Vices  and  finifler  Pefigns  of 
the  Court  in  the  fucceeding  Parliament  5 
and  in  that  of  Oxford^  was  for  the  Speaker's 
keeping  the  Chair,  afrer  the  King  had  ab- 
ruptly diflblv'd  'em.     Being  cholcn  again 
in  1685.  he  brought  the  fame  Principles  and 
Sentiments .  to  the  Parliament-Houfe  :  and 
tho'  upon  the  Duke  of  Monmouth's  Rebelli- 
on, he  readily  Voted  for  the  Attainder  ; 
yet  when  it  was  qua/h'd,he  fpoke  with  great 
Refolurion  againit  King  James's  keepmg  a 
Standing  Army.     In  1<J88.  he  was  one  of 
the  firft  that  Signed  the  j4Jfo€iation  to  invite 
the  Prince  of  Orange  over  into  England  \  arid 
none  of  the  laft  that  joynM  him  upon  his 
Landing  in  the  Weft.     Upon  that  Prince's 
Acceffion  to  the  Throne,  he  wascalPdto 
affift  at  Court  with  his  Gounfels,  but  was 
:p  2  ?oateat^4 
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contented  with  ferving  his  Country,  both 
in   the  Convention  and  the  Parliament  that 
enfiied^till  the  year  1696.  when  he  was  Cre- 
mated Baron  of  Haver piam^  and  made  one  of 
the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty;    He  continued 
^Marclni^ui^  thatPoft,  till  the  Earl  oi  Pembroke  was  ^ 
made  Lord  High  Admiral  ^  at  which  Pro- 
morion  he  was  fo  difgufted,  that  from  that 
time,  he  took  all  Opportunities  of  thwart- 
ing almoft  every  thing  that  was  advanced  by 
the  Court. About  Three  Months  after ^(Jnne 
13.  1 701.)  in  a  free  Conference  between 
both  Houles,  upon  a  Difference  about  the 
Tryal  of  the  Impeach'd  Lords,  the  Com- 
mons infifting.  That  the  Peers  Accused  of  the 
fame  Crimes^  fhould  not  he  admitted  to  Vote 
and  he  Judges  in  each  others  reffe5Hve  Cafes  ; 
the  Lord  Haverfham  made  a  Speech,wherem 
he  ftrenuoufly  aflerted  the  Right  of  Judical 
ture  inherent  in  the  Peers  ^  and  faid,  that  as 
to  the  Lords  Voting  in  their  own  Cafe^the  Com-^ 
rnons  themfelves  had  made  this  Precedent :  jot 
in  thefe  Impeachments^  they  had  alhxcd  Men 
equally  concerned  in  the  fame  Facts j  to  Vote  in 
their  own  Honfe-^  /rW  befides,  had  left  fome 
JMcn  in  the  fame  Circumfiances  at  the  Head 
of  Ajfairs  near  the  King^s  Perfon^  to  do  any 
Mifchief^if  they  were  inclinahle  to  it\fo  that  it 
looJid  as  if  theCommons  thought  them  all  inno" 
t^/zr.ThisSpeech  gave  fo  great  Offence  to  the 
Commons^that  they  fenc,  the  fame  day,  to  the 
Houfe  of  Peers,  a  Charge  againfl:  the  Lord 
J^averjljam^  demanding  immediate  Sacisfa- 
(ilion,  and  refufing  to  proceed  till  Repara- 
tion was  made  'em  :  which  Difficulty  put  an 
end  to  all  good  Correfpondence  between  the 
Two  Houles,  and  occafion'd  a  ludden  Pro- 
rpgation,  and,  afterwards,  a  DifibJution. 

Upon

upon  the  Death  of  King  William^  in 
1702.  the  Lord  Haverjham  was  inclinable  to 
come  into  any  Meafures  with  the  preient 
.Government ;  and  accordingly  made  his  Vi- 
fits  to  the  New  Minifters  •,  but  finding  no 
efFeft  of  their  fair  Promifes,  he  went  on 
with  hisReientment  againft  the  Court  ^  and 
was  a  great  Obftacle  to  the  Occafional  Cort'- 
formity  Billy  which,  at  that  time,  was  Voted 
for,  by  all  that  had  Places  of  Truft.  In  the 
Year  I703,  he  again  exerted  his  Power  to

And  finding  feveral  ^  Bi- 
fhops  violent  in  extirpating  Epifcopacy 
out  o{ Scotland^  had  the  better  Opinion  of 
fuch  of  their  Bench  as  *  were  for  a  Tole- 
ration for  Epifcopal  Diflenters,  and  ever 
after  Voted  along  with  'em.     About  this 
time,  he  was  as  he  ownM  himfelf  an  Occafi^ 
nal  Conformift^  goi"g  fometimes  to  Church, 
and  fometimes  to  Meetings  ^  but  in  1707, 
h6  refolv'd  to  be  a  conftant  Communicant 
of  the  Church  EftabtifhM  by  Law.

In  1708.  he  laid  the  111  Condition  of  the 
Garrifons  and  Forts  in  Scotland^  before  the 
Parliament  ^  but  to  no  purpofe  :  through 
the  prevailing  Intereft  of  the  Miniftry.  In 
the  Year  I7f  |.  he  made  a  Speech  in  De- 
fence of  Dr.  Sacheverell  and  the  Church 
Ettablifh'd  ^  and,  fome  Months  after,  had 
he  Satisfaftion  to  fee  the  Change  of  the  W/- 
nifiry  he  had  fo  warmly  oppos^cl ;  the  Diflb- 
lution  of  the  Parliament  i  and  the  New  Ele- 
<5lions  agreeable  to  the  Principles  he  had 
lately  embraced.    In  May  1709.  he  mar- 
riecl  to  his  Second  Wife  Mrs  Graham^  the 
Reiidt  of  Lieutenant  General  Graham^  who 
died  the  Spring  following.

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This,  Sir,  is  the  Pafs  we  are  brought  tbj 
and  this  is  the  Freedom  of  Speech  you  are 
pleas'd  to  aik  for  at  the  opening  of  this 
Seffion,  and  ivhich  of  right  belongs  to 
evei^j^  Member  of  this  Houfe  t  remember 
the  Time,  when  fuch  Reftraiftts  as  thefe, 
i^oiild  not  have  been  fuffer'd  or  endur'd^ 
but  we  ^re  under  Arbitrary  Mimfieriat 
Poar^r  J  dnd  if  ever  there  was  an  inftanee
